They will stand rough handling, will not 
crush in like paper boxes, and are so ventilated as to deliver 
the plants to you in perfect condition. All plants are tied in 
bunches of 50, the tops are ventilated and the roots protected 
from exposure to the air. We guarantee to deliver plants 
anywhere in the United States. 


As soon as your plants come, take them out of the crates 
and set them out. If not ready to set, trench them out, keep- 
ing the tops dry and the roots moist, and they will keep for 
a reasonable time.
